A dwelling owned by George Bush- 


man, and occupied by Amos Butt, the 
blacksmith shop of James CaMwett 
end stable on his tot, the stable ef 
Mrs. Lydla Little, occupied by 
Butt and the stable of Harry Koch, 
with a number of sheds, chicken 
houses and outbuildings, was the price 
of a threatening flre about nine o'clock 
on Monday evening. , The building* 
destroyed were located along alley be- 
tween Chanibersburg and Middle St., 
and along Franklin street. 


The fire started about nine o'clock 


in the stable rented by Amos Butt 
from Lydla Little. In stable were 
two horses and a lot of harness. When 
the fire was first discovered the stable 
seemed to be on the all over. People 
on Baltimore Street noticed the flames 
at alley of Geo. £. Stock, gave the 
alarm and it was fully fifteen minute 
before tbe engine was under a head of 
steam throwing streams of water on 
he fire. 


Meanwhile the flre had communica- 


ed to the house occupied by Amos 
3utt, to the stable and blacksmith 
shop of James Caldwell and stable ol 
Harry Koch and buildings were burn- 
ng furiously when the engine got to 
work and the outlook seemed threat 
iiing for a spread of the flames.

with the ground work in for heating 
plant and conveniences—which can be 
added at any time later on—these 
houses will have each a frontage of 
about 17 1-2 feet and it is hoped to be 
able to sell them at about $1500.00. 


With $1500 as a selling price for the 


houses the plan is to sell for $100.00 
cash payment, making title to the pur- 
chaser, the remaining $1400 to be se 
cured by the uouse itself. This v^40 
to bear interest at 5 per cent or $70 


annum to which added a payment 


on the principle of $50.00 thus making 
tiie annual payment $120.00 or $10.00 
per month. As the payment on the 
principle will reduce the interest each 
year the plan Is that by as much as 
the interest is reduced the payment on 
the principle will be increased, thus 
keeping up a uniform monthly pay- 
ment of $10.00 and reducing the time 
for the continuance ol the series to 
about 17 years, with privilege to pay 
in full at any iuie. 


Another feature which may be add- 


ed is life insurance, by which with a 
small additional cost, should the death 
of the purchaser take place during the 
continuance of the contract, the un- 
paid portion of the debt would be paid 
and a sum equal to the difference be- 
tween the then debt and $1500.00 will 
be paid in cash to the wife or heirs ot 
the deceased purchaser.

Dozens 
of houses were guarded by men on the 
roofs seeing that the falling sparks 
did no damage. 


The flre on Monday evening again 


demonstrated the need of water press- 
ure at an early stage in fighting a 
flre, and there are two ways such 
pressure 
might 
be 
obtained. The 


Water Company is rebuilding its plant 
along Marsh Creek and when finished 
will be able to give some increased 
pressure, specially when the pumps 
are at work, but If among the contem- 
plated inprovements there should be 
included a standpipe or water tower 
of 100 feet on Cemetery Hill, this 
want of pressure could be overcome 
and be available all the time. The 
town by the outlay in exchanging the 
present engine for an automobile en- 
gine would have a flre fighting appara- 
tus with power to give pressure as soon 
as the scene of the flre is reached. It 
would be well if the need of pressure 
was met by both a standpipe and a 
auto engine. And all praise to the 
gallant firemen who fight our fires 
bravely, intelligently and successfully.

"The 
mu«e- tbe singers, the workers, both 
high and humble, who lightened the 
iiuvrten of the hove in bine" are all 
to in inclti'led iu such e \piession ol 
a union's gratitude.' 


The gift is certainly ennobled, bj 


it-s ]Mrpo»e, and \ears hfiice. the name 
of tli° generous and patiiotic -lonor 
"•ninth is, as vet withheld, 
v\ill he 


enshrined in the hearts of those, be 
ihe> iu§h or humble, who can claim 
desce"t or relationship ironi anv who 
aided me 
bo>s in blue." during the 


Civil \\ ar. but particulaily. bqcore, 
and after, and duiiug the famous Bat- 
tle of Gett>bburg. Yes. there were 
otliPi battles of the Civil Wai 
Let 


their deeds speak for tliem. Our voice, 
come? ft om Gettysburg, whose soil, is 
hallowed bj Uie blood or martyrs of 
Julv 1SGS. 


Gettvsburg whose name is indelibly 


recorded in Histor\ and foirus the rare 
setting to the clustej of other recorded 
names, which bear witness to the pat 
riotisni and valor of those who shed 
their blood in toe cause of humanity 


the lite ot a nation rni°ht be pre- 


served. Gettysburg, upon whose crest- 
ed hills, now dotted with mounds 
each one appealing to the great heart 
of our Union to preset ve it, free and 
undivided, until the "Master of life" 
shall break tbe dominion of death." 
That crested hill, upon which the im- 
mortal Lincolu, revealed his inner be- 
ing when, as prophet or priest, he 
stood, aud spoke words of benediction, 
November 19th, 1S63, and consecrated, 
as it were the eartb, which was to re- 
ceive the sacrificed offerings of their 
martyred lives 
That crested hill dot- 


ted with mounds, is now, the oeauti- 
ful National Cemetery, of Gettysburg 
once honored by one, who was to be, 
the noblest martyr of all. Can any 
mention of the Civil War, be made 
without 
including Gettysburg, and 


Abraham Lincoln? 


Not as the storm, lashed by fur}-, 


and force of the elements, "in angry 
cloud, or lightnings pain," or leaden 
rain of bullets, or sod crimsoned by 
the blood of the veterans of 1863, who 
still survive, but whose tide of life, is 
"ebbing fast away." Gettysburg waits, 
to receive it, as a glorious Peace mem- 
orial. And from the mounds, which 
dot the crested mil, Jfrotces eloquent 
by their solemn peaceful silence, call 
for the great highway or pathway 
which will bring hither the pilgrims 
from the cardinal points of the com- 
pass, that they niay 
learn the great 


lesson taught by the Civil War. And 
knowing the terrible price paid for the 
blessing of Peace, future generations 
will understand more fully 
"That in the future as in the past, 


The law of right shall be law to the 
last. 


That the crime of rebellion, shall tri- 


uph never, 


But the flag of the Union float for- 
ever." 


"Memorial to the Women of the Civil 


War." 
Where are ye, women of the 


Civil "War? Noble army of mirses, 
singers, workers, ^ho lightened the 
burden of the boys in blue, come to 
"the front/' now, and prepare to re 
ceive an honor. Alas—our mothers, 
who bore the burden and heat of 
the days of those troublous times, who 
could not aid the cause by long and 
weary marches, when the sound of the 
bugle stirred the air, with its liquid 
melodies,—our 
mothers, 
waited 
at 


home, "praying and toiling," and aid- 
ed the cause by bestowing without 
price, numberless loaves of bread from 
the large old-fashioned bake oven in 
the >ard and steaming juicy pies, to 
the defenders of our homes, who came 
to guard them, when even the slight 
est whisper of the coming of the in 
vader caused a vibration of our heart 
strings. A "multitude was fed," and 
it seemed as though Scripture was du- 
plicating one of its great miracles, as 
each morsel of bread, pies and cakes, 
was grasped by the boys in blue, and 
soon divided in fractional parts, which 
seemed to our ejes, to multiply and 
magnity 
AVe know better now. It 


wasn't the loaves and pies, which were 
multipn-_, or magnified but the num- 
bers of blue uniforms, adding and add- 
ing, then unlike the Scriptural mir- 
acle, there \\asnt even a "fragment 
left" The science of numbers \s as 
demonsttated and the sums of A-ldi 
tion mid Substraction perfoimed and 
th^re was "nothing left," even for us. 
but 
the Inns in 
blue, expressing 


thank<- to mother, for eatm? all the 
good things she always so willingly 
bestowed upon them. Their burden 
was lightened, they were hungrv no 
longer. We had a sufficiency ot flour, 
then, afforded b\ the fine wheat which 
grew in the fields, or acres near the 
crested hill, to which father claimed 
ownership. Hence the freiuent bak- 
ings of anj thing which could refresh 
the iiaier man 


A thought comes to my mind now 


which I do not deem out of place here, 
as sit is suggested oy the few acres, 


and eggs would not BO long remain the 
"unknown quanity." The union of 
•out and body wight be preserved, at 
least, until tbe anticipated jubilee of 
A halt eentwry of yean-e. shall bring 
to Gettjeburg a multitude, BOU» aud 
daughters of tne union* to honor the 
Nation's treat battlefield, the ground 
on which (heir fathers fell and on 
which mothers toiled as they "waited 
for the war to cease." 


Gettysburg in many a mound in the 


little chinch yards, only the "fitting 
memorial" erected by sons and daugh- 
ters, will speak bv their silence, a wel- 
come, in that great jubilee. 


The silent voices will be as "rests," 


in the beautiful song, the music of 
which, will thiill the heart and awak- 
en the enthusiasm of 50 years ago, 
when the air will be again stirred by 
the liiuid melodies of the bugle, and 
the daughters ot the "women oi' the 
Civil War," will again sing a song of 
welcome.

singer be silent? Come with nie all 
ve Gettysburg Battlefield singers or

and wander down the vale of 


jears and listen to the "echo of the 
songs of yesterdav." 
Crowned with the beautiful accom- 
paniments of youth, we were a cheer- 
ful band as we caused the air to vi- 
brate, with our songs the notes of 
which ascended the "scale," with ce- 
lerity, which no long metre Doxology 
could ever measure. And even the 
restless horses of the "cavalry men" 
seemed to be inspired by our songs, 
as they "pranced or neighed," on the 
streets of Gettysburg, bearing their 
gallant riders, clothed in the uniform 
of the Nation's loyal sons who then 
remembered "the girls they left be- 
hind them," and rode forth, with 
strenghtened 
patriotism, to defend 


their country. 


And the wearied 
teet of those, 


whose 
tramp 
tramp, tramp" 
re 


sounded .through our streets, seemed to 
gain inspired strength-^ on the "dou- 
ble quick" they went to meet the 
"Rebs." The National Tribune, Wash- 
ington. D. C., Thursday. July 6th, 
1905, through the voice ot the vet- 
erans of the Civil War, thus makes 
allusion to the girls of Gettysburg. 
who sang patriotic songs, for the 
Union 
soldiers who were passing 


on the way to the front. Further. 
"I am firm in the belief that the girls 
helped to win on that bloody field, 
and I believe all who are still living 
ought to receive a pension." Some 
mention of names, my own included 
is made in the Tribune of July 6th' 
1905. 


And in the Tribune of September 


28th ]905, a tribute is paid to the 
singers, because of a contradiction by 
some comrade as to singing • in or 
about Gettysburg, before, during, or 
after the Battle or words to that 
effect.'' 


The defending veteran, also speaks 


the truth, when he credits us "with 
"My Maryland," which some of us 
sang for the first time at the c,urist- 
mas "Soiree" of 1862 at Oakridge 
Seminar}-, on the Chanibersburg pike, 
and from that time as before wer»i 
drilled in the most beautiful patri- 
otic songs, such as, "All hail to the 
Union so gloriously bright,,; E Pluri- 
bus Unum"; "The Old Ship of State": 
"Cheer bo\s, cheer, we'll march away 
to Battle'" and others. 


We believe, some far Western vet- 


eran has a ' war time" picture of one, 
or two, or three, or four of us, and 
each one is the "Ne plus ultra," of his 
collection. Never 
dead. Were we 
dead. Were we an artist, those for 
whom the songs were sung, should 
form 
a 
glorious picture 
of 
the 


Civil War, as glowing colors could 
portray thereon. And this or that, 
fateful or eventful day would stand 
out in bold relief 
recording some 


deed of lovalty. This stieet, or that 
street of Gettysburg could find a voice 
which would speak of the chorus of 
singers, and proclaim deeds of pat- 
riotism which were an inspiration to 
the bojs in blue and lightened their 
burden. Isn't it wonderful or mag- 
ical how one or two words in a news- 
paper, can r.trike a chord in the heart 
after a lapse of >ears? 


Battle of Gettysburg! A volume 


of memories is evoked at the mention 
of the name. And in the vale of 
years, a memorial will stand, and an 
echo of the songs still linger, when 
rhe last lone singer, sleeps on the 
Battlefield of Gettysburg and waits 
for the trumpet call of the great 
Archangel.
